Washington na elsewhere as to tho ad- 
visability " of annexing the Hawaiian 
Islands to the United States.

ators favor annexation if ttie pgtiple of 
the Islands desire it; others favor the 
establishment of a protectorate. 
There 


are many Chinese on tho Islands, who 
would l>o entitled to come to the United 
States if this I-iluocU were annexed, and a 
large number of natives, who would not 
make very desirable citizens, 


It in s.ttd that vthun tlie United States 


Secured a coaling station on Penrl river 
somo years ago, it «v«s agreed by Eng- 
land, Germany ami the Uuited States, 
that Hawaii should be permitted to man- 
age her own affairs. 
The action of Eng- 


land iu cro-.iting a feeling among the in- 
habitants ot tho Islands against the 
United Elites imfdie?, however, that no 


.'such an agreement exuls. 


The sugar planters, who virtually con- 


trol the Islands, are in favor of annexa- 
tion. Sims the p>»sg»<j« 01' the MoKio- 
ley hill ibeir business has not been us 
profitable as it had been previous to that 
interesting event. Far years under a 
reciprocity treaty with the United State* 
their sugar WHS admitted free. 
Now the 


duty is abolished on augur from Cuba, 
Porto Rico and other foieijjn countries. 
If the Islands were annexed the planters 
would get a bounty on tliBtr su<»ar and if 
the bounty law is repealed, as it proba 
bly will be under Cleveland's Atlminis- 
tiation, a tariff will again be placed on
